(U)  Econoff  delivered  Ref  B demarche  regarding  the  May  29 
meeting  of  the  Contact  Group  on  Piracy  off  the  Coast  of  Somalia 
(CGPCS)  to  Bureau  of  Maritime  Affairs  Commissioner  Binyah  Kesselly 
on  May  1 and  Ref  A updated  information  and  talking  points  on  May  5. 
Commissioner  Kesselly  welcomed  the  meeting  and  assured  that  the  GOL 
would  participate. 

112.  (SBU)  Econoff  also  discussed  with  Commissioner  Kesselly  Ref  C 
demarche  regarding  the  upcoming  International  Maritime  Organization 
(IMO)  diplomatic  conference  (DIPCON)  May  11-15  to  discuss 
environmentally  sound  recycling  of  ships.
